There are not 80 many interests to be consulted; and Russia is known 
to Europe only through her Government and diplomatists. When 
these last move, all the West talks and wonders: when England 
moves, the Russians ask what Parliament will say ?—does the

‘ussing indifferent points in the presence of 
a transcendent one. Like those Athenians, of whom Demosthenes 
tells us that they asked each other about Philip— Isn’t he dead 
yet ?’—the advance of Russia being continual, and our resistance 
only spasmodic, it is easy to see that we must pay at compound in- 
terest for whatever we save by not opposing her now. All this may 
seem flat enough, as the heat of the war is over; but in the face of 
the obvious fact of the French leaning to Russian policy, it is as 


well to remember the dangers we may have to er

people seem to think that the late war was a little drama by itself, 
intended by Providence to develope heroes and 
out a past and without a future!

“Let us suppose ourselves at war with the United States. It may be 
estimated that the value of American property afloat on salt water (a 
large part of their navigation is upon the interior lakes and rivers) does 
not exceed the half of ours, Unless their late proposal were previously 
adopted, the old system of privateering would be in force on both sides, to 
which we should offer two-thirds of the prey to their one hird. But the 
rights of neutrals, which have been proclaimed ai the Paris Conterence, | 
would admit «all the European tlags to bring and carry to and from Eng- 
Jand and America the produce of both countries without risk of capture 
during the war. Again 1 would ask—Could a vessel bearing the British 
flag keep the sea under these circumstances, with 500 or 1,000 armed 
American vessels cruising against our commerce? It is clear that nobody 
would charter an English vessel, and pay a heavy insurance against cap- 
ture, when a neutral ship could be had free from any such charge. The 

ractical effect, then, of the alterations made in our maritime law at the 

Paris Conferences, if we go no farther, would be, in case of war with a 
naval power, to transfer the carrying trade even of our own ports to neu- 
tral bottoms. [t is then our interest especial y, and beyond all other 
countries, to go forward in the path to which the Americans have in- 
vited us.” 


Our present danger in case of any war would thus, according to 
Mr. Cobden, be great. Ina French war, we should get beaten by 
rival traders; in an American war, we should have our traders cap- | 
tured by privateers, It is a view well worth reflecting on, and is put | 
with that lucidity which is always found in the productivus of Mr. 
Cobden. 

For the present, we sta'l confine ourselves to saying that,ad nitting 
these facts aud reasonings, the English “ dominion of the sea’’ is at 
anend. With our navy, we onght to be able to keep down Yankee 
privateers ; and our merchant ships ought to be able to yo armed for 
self-defence when need be. Now, it may be that time is chauging all 
that, but, at least, let the public know what the chauge really means.

THE DYING STAG.

On the preceding page is a design from the same masterly pencil which 
has sketched that series o sporting subjects we have eudeavoured to deseribe 
with our pen; and without seeking to expatiate on the merits of the picture, 
we must airect the reader's niion totheturno the upliited head and neek 
of the stag, which evidently betokens the last dvingeiforts of the noule ani- 
mal, Whether he hasbeen puiled down when onan almost helpless state BY 
thedeer hound at his siee, or whether he has dr poed from sheer exhaustion, 
matiers not. Life is ebbing tast, but this is not the result of tailing speed. 
The poor beast was probably wounded in a moment of fancied s curity ; the | 
chance, such as it is, that i: afforded to ali other game hy the sportsman 
—namely, that of being started ere the fatal shot is fired, was not given 
to him. The stillness of death reigned around, while the stealthy approach 
of the marksman ensured his deadly aim. [f the leaden messenger of 
death ouly half ace mplished the intended purpose, and startled, bewil- 
dered, and wounded, the poor beast attempted to escape from his foe, the 
trained dog pursued his flight, and that final catastrophe ensued which Mr. 
Ansdel] has so skilfully depicted. 

Onginally, part of Scotland and a great part of England, was covered 
w th forests, within the deep recesses of which the marksman could conceal 
himself andtukeaim at the deer «hich bounded past within the arrow’s reach, 
or which were driven by men or dogs into passes known to the forester. As 
civilisation progressed these forests were cut down, and the bow, which 
was so effectual a weapon when game could be approached by stratagem, 
or through watchfulness of the bowman, at a comparatively short dis- 
tance, became perfectly useless. Probably the matehlock gun was subse- 
quently used, an impr: vement on the bow, so far as the distance it would 
carry was concerned, but, we opine, still a most uncertain instrument. The 
devastations of the forests of course produced wiat is now termed open 
country. Here, as regards the stay, all gunnery—in the state that gunnery 
then was—bvcame useless. This sta’e of things gave rise to the chace, and 
the hound, which was well adapted to the purpose of pulling down a 
wounded deer in the forest, from ruuning by gaze ouly, became useless in the | 
chace, where scent is absolutely necessary, 

Through the levelling of forests, andthe consequent increase of open coun- | 
try, the stag appears to have been for years comparatively free from dan- | 
ger from the gunner, except, indeed, in such places as still continued in 
their jormer state. It was jound that in wild localities, though the siag | 
might prefer the security of the woodland, the httle ; 


t pre the w chance he ran of wo- 
lestation in the open parts of a wild country, left hun a denizen ot both. 
In stich 


situations, to attempt to get within arrow or guo-shot range— 
such as guns then were—would have been perfectly futile. Chance might 
oecasionaily produce an opportunity, bat stid so rarely as not to be worth 
the immevse labour and uncertainty of seeking for it. When, however, the 
Tifle was invented, the deer--hoot rs practice to a certain degree revived, 
for it was found that, with care and circamspection, a herd might be 
approached within rifle range, 

But let not those who have seen herds of red deer in Windsor Park, 
or on Bagshot Heath, judye at all by these of the stag in his wilder state 
in the Highlands of Scotland. The two re, figuratively speaking, no 
move alike, as regards their habits, than is the horse bred in a gentle- 
mavw’s park like lis wild brother of the prvirie or the southern desert. 
We have frequently ridden close up to a herd in both of the first-men. 
tioned places, and seen them merely rise to their feet, or move off as our 
horse neared them, This would be no more the case with a strictly wild 
herd, than it would be with a troop of zebras in their native wilds, 

Henee, we are quite willing to admit that considerable excitement may 
arise from the great uncertainty of being able to get at the stag in his 
perfectly wild state ; still there is always, in the breast of a true sportsman, 
asomething that makes him detest taking any living thing at a disad- 
vantage. ‘The fox-hunter, though he will enthusiastically cheer his hounds 
to the death of a fox, would not permit his being, in technical phrase, | 
ud badgered to death ;” still less would he shoot a hare in her forme, difficult 
as she is to approach, 

There was a direct excuse for the hunte 
taking every advantage of his game. 

We 
cannot, however, but think this murder of game, as practised now-a-days 
to be direetly at variance with the usual ideas of a sportsman ; it savours

We can only hope, that what we have seen oceur with the grouse, may not 
a few years hence, be the case with the red decr.

Ii, however, deer-stalking pr im the same ratio as grouse 
shooting, we are sonewhat apprehensive that ere long the herds will have

little worth, Asan Opera Honse itis immense,—gold and light, those two 
indispensable foundations of all elegnut display, dazzle aud sparkle on 
every side, Ilardly have the spectatresse arrived in this rich enclosure, 
before their first care is, to take the position which will best display their 
beauty. Each one exhibits what she his —a charming face, a rounded 
arm, a delicate hand, or may be a while shoulder,—and while the women 
thus show themselves, and the men look at them, suddenly rises from the 
midst of a formidable orchestra, one of those pieces of music which need not 
be deseribed, for once adopted in France, they make the tour of all Kurope, 
sif it were only a new hat or a new dress, Bat, thoush the audience 
may love singin ,and the musical drama, and magical Conjiurations, and 
the movements of trwnphant acmes, there is yet, nevertheless, another 
object of greater interest to them than chanted dramas; there are other 
heroes besides the singers and songstresses, We allude to the bailet—to 
the danscvses, the airy, flying group, that nameless thing, which plays so 
conspicuous a part in the romances of every country, and not the danseurs, 
who are harcly looked at, who jump in the most awsward way, and throw 
themselves about most sadly in their corners, 

The yreat event in the Parisian musical world during the past week, has 
been the reatree of Mario at the Ttalian Theatre in the “ Barbidre,? which 
took place on Svurday, the 15th instunt. So triumphant a success was 
hardly ever belore achieved at the Salle Ventadour, even by the great 
tenor himself. He was received with enthusiasm on his entrance, and 
when lie appeared at the end, tne audience broke out ivto a furor, Alboni 
was the Rosina, and of course participated in the triumph. When both 
artists were recalled at the fall of the curtain, the stage was covered with 
bouquets, and wreaths were projected from all parts of the house.

which will render the picture, 
so long as it lasts, one of the 
attractions of the capital, As 
he advanced in his career Dela- 
roche seemed to ripen, too, as 
a colourist. His work was 
always masterly, in the self- 
respected finish which it ex- 
hibited. To attempt to give a 
list of his pictures, is not for 
the moment possible , still less 
18 it possible to do complete 
justice to all his characteristics 
as a painter and as a thinker. 
He will live, we think, not so 
much by his simplicity of 
com position—not 80 much by 
his excellent finish and care 
in marking character, as by 
the onginality and poetry which 
he could throw into his con- 
ceptions, without in the least 
trenching on the exaggeration 
and violence of other French 
romanticists, who broke loose in 
defiance of the Prudhons, and 
Davids, and Cérards of the juter 
days of the eighteenth century.

The marabout of Sidi- 
Boszri, ov the summit of Gonrays, was wont to be considered by the Arab 
population as efficacious a place of pilgrimage ss Mecea iiself; but when it 
was taken by the Frepel in 1833, alter a hard fight, a fort was constructed 
on its site to command the mountain, and its seered character was at an 
end. From this fort a path following the erest of the Gouraya descends to 
che plain after passing tie precipice of the Dent, The roadway has been yo 
tonstructed that those in possession of it can see the movements of their 
assnilants, and mask their own, whatever these may be, 

Bugia, suspended amongst rocks that seem ready to swallow it up, und 
the waves Uhat eat away heir base, only communicates with the smiling 
valley deseried from its walls by a somewhat narrow tongue of land, 
Hence the mountaineers form its nearest and most formidable neighbours, 
owing to the nature of the locality and other accidental cireumstances. It 
so happens, moreover, that the tribe of the Mzaias, which is in possession of 
those heights, is reported to be ove of the most warlike, poor, and savage 
of all. Its terrilory is carefully cultivated, but the spots of good mould 
are not sullicieutly shundant to support the inhabitants, Accordingly, a 
certain number yo forth to work elsewhere; and those who remain are 
never backwa y thievish or warlike enterprise. They can muster 
800 foot soldiers. The plain belongs to two tril 
saoud and the Beni-Menioun—which ean each of them bring from 500 to 
600 firelocks into the field, with a small body of horsemen. ‘Their district 
is more thriving; lor instance, they can boast of fine flocks, of corn, flax, ¢ 
at many bee-lives, olive-trees, snd some tolerably flourishing villages. 

The roads of Bugia are the best in Algeria. 
whut exposed to squalls and to a heavy swell; but these evils are remedied 
by their excellent anel I'o seaward of a space of about 150 
acres, situated before the town, and suited for merchant-ships, the anchorage 
of Sidi-Yahia can re », from Pointe de Bouae to Fort Alid-el- Kader, four 
line-of-battle ships, six frigates, snd a considerable number of smaller 
craft. The Turks were in the habit of putting up their fleet in Bugia 
roads in the winter. Iecent travellers agree that the famous inlet at Cape 
Carbon, into which, according to ancient geographers, ships could enter 
under full sail, would wow scarcely admit a boat. 

Mount Gourasa, whose rocks are of limestone, is covered to the 
top with arzillaceous earth, the fecundity of which counteracts the usial 
effects of exposure to the south, The lentisks, earobs, vines, and wild 
olives which clothe its sides and summit, only require protection trom the 
cattle, to supply ihe base of the mountain with abundant sources, by attract- 
ing and retaining the rain, The great rents of the Simplon, St. Gothard, 
and Splugen offer nothing comparable to this prodigious up-heaving of 
mountains. ihe view from the Wighi may be more extensive, but it is far 
less imposing.

The man did as required, 
and Agar took to his heels. He was pursued by the two men, who were God- 
dard, the officer, and an assistant of the Forresters; and a desperate cliace took 
place before he was captured. The bag was found in his possession. Lnstead 
of containing sovereigns, however, they were 700 farthings, whieh Mr. Mullens 
had arranged with the bankers to substitute tor gold. At his trial, a paper 
pareel was produced, which contained nine copper-plites, sixty-nine blank 
cheques of Messrs. Coutts and Co., forty-nine blank cheques of 
Pogland Bank at Norwich, avd a number ef others, These vere stated by the 
prosecution to have been placed by Avar ina party’s haads for security. The 
clerks of Messrs. Glyn and Co. ana Messrs. Couits and Co. proved that some of 
tcose blink cheques belonged to customers of theirs whose plices hud been bur 
glunously entered. In two instances, cheques for £760 and £800 had been paid, 
Avar’s defence was, that he had beeu cosnared by a third parts. The jury found 
lim guity of the forgery, and hig was transported for life, Pierce was said to 
be mplicoted with Agar in this forgery, aud was included in the indictment on 
which Avor was convicted, The part be is supposed to have taken in the affair 
was iy watchirg the man to the bank in Lombard Street; and seeing him come 
out with the bag, as he supposed, containing the gold, lastened off to appri 
Agar of (heir apparent sucecss. Although £40 was offered for his apprehen- 
sion, he contmued to evade the vigilance of the police until taken on the charge 
of stealing the gold. Agar was noted jor betog an experienced locksmith. 
To him is impued the making of the dupleate key which opened the iron safe 
of Messrs, Kogers, the bankers in Clement’s Lane, onthe occasion of the 
robbery of £45,000 some years since. These and other circumstances, it is 
thouglit, were communicated to the Learned Judge who presided un the trial, 
and led to the sentence of transportation kr lite bemg passed ucon him, 
which, to those not acquainted with the career of the convict, was considered a 
severe punishment, there being no previous convictions against him. 

The prisoper Wiliam Pisree is about forty years of married, and has 
siveral children, During the time they were emploved in arranging the plan 
tor effecting the robbery of the ballion, Pierce had t» exere se great caution to 
prevent his being recognised in his journeys to and from Folkestone. In this, 
it is -tated, he wus assisted by aman named Gower, then a ticket-collector in the 
company’s service, Who supphed him with Ostend steam-boat and railway return 
tickets. In October last Gower was detected in these frauds, and was sentenced 
to four yeurs’ penal servitude. After Agar’s conviction fur forgery, Pierce’s 
whereabouts for two or three months couid not be ascertained. Subsequently, 
however, he was traced by the City detectives in disposing of bars of gold to 
one or two individuals, and investing the »mount in Turkish bonds. It was also 
discovered that he had become the manager and part proprietor of a betting- 
oftice in Panton Street. Haymarket, which, on account of its “ large bank,” was 
doing considerable business, Pierce keeping a private account at the Loudon and 
Commercial Bank. Tt does not appear, however, t!at tie entered upon any great 
extravaganeics, Inimediatcly after his apprehension the metropolitan qolice 
searched the floor of (he pantry where Agar siid Pierce had buried the gold for 
security, but the treasure had vanished, 

With respect to the other prisoner, Burgess, the guard, he appears to have had 
the most unlimited confidence reposed in him, He is the son of a respectable 
man still in the company’s service. Wii lila» few days after the robbery suspicion 
pointed to him, in consequence of his having charge f the mail-train from which 
tne gold hid been abstracted. He underwent at the time a sea hiv ¢ interroga- 
tion hy the company’s officers. He denied ali knoslecge of the rob very, aud Ins 
conduct throughout «as marked by the greatest sx He, howe erval 
mitted taut be had been in the habit of allowing “geuts” to ride in his break- 
van while he bad charge of the tram; but declared in the most positive terms 
that on the night of the robbery no one rode down in it exeept himself, For 
months Burgess wus under the surveillice of the City detectives, but he was 
never sven in the company of ei her Pierce or Agar. He was, however, fre- 
quently in that of Tester, at a public-house in Dover. He 18 married, but has 
no family. ; 

Fanny Kay isa respectable-looking person, about twenty-six years of age. 
Her parents reside nt Margate, and it is ed that Burgess recommended her 
to the situation at the Tonbridge refreshment-room, and sfterwards introduced 
her to Agar. It is very probable that a @aim will be made on her behalt, in re- 
sp ct to the reward of £300 which the South Eastern Company offered to any 
one who would give such information as would lead to the apprehension of the 
thieves. She was the first person who communicated what she knew of the 
rubbery to My. Weatherhead, who forwarded her story to the solicitor of the 
company, and hence arose the arrest of Pierec 2nd Burgess. a 

From the great vumber of witnesses who are vet to be examined, it is not at 
all improbable but that the case will go over until the February sessions. 

The gold robbery is followed up by a refusal of the company to take the loss 
upon ‘themselves, with an attempt to throw it upon the real owaers of che gold; 
and it comes eut that in a previous insiance they had compromised the loss.

ANOTHER FRAUD ON THE GREAT NORTHERN KAILWAY, 


The charges against Leopold Redpath and lus accomplice, Kent, have been 
followed with startling rapidity by another charge of a similar evaracter pre- 
ferred against the chief clerk in the accountant’s office of the same railw ay. 
Wiliam Snell, the person in question, was broucht before the Clerkenwell 
magistrate, when Mr. Thonias Reynolds, the chief accountant, stated that, some 
months ago, he gave Snell a cheque for £500, drawn by the directors in favour 
of the Provident Fund. That cheque was not pod into the ordinary account; 
and Snell afterwards told Mr. Reynolds that he soreived a cheque inthe City, 
oo his own account, for £502 10s. olneh, desiriny to split up and bemg late in 
the day, he paid into the ordinary account of the company. “ He then? said 
Mr. ey nolds, in his evidence, “asked meto sin two cheques which he hud 
drawn, one for £460, and the other for £42 10s. Thev were taken out of the 
company’s cheque-book, L expressed my displeasure that he should pay money 
Into the acount ef the company. He said that he was very sorry, anu that he 
regretted it very much, and would vever do the like asain.” Before signing the 
cheques, I satisfied myself. as far as | could, that the woney was paid ine All 
cheques on the company’s drawing account ave signed by me. | siced tha’ cheque 
on the faith of the prisoner's statement tat the money had been paid im ou the 
previous day. A few days since | gave dircetions to Snell to proceed as ray idly as 
possible in making up the drawiezaccount and bringingit as clearupas possible, He 
said he would have it done by ‘Tuesday vight. On Weduesday morning, finding 
that it wes not done, Lealled Suell toto my privae oltice and complied that 
the work lad not been done. He came towards me, and then turned back and 
shut the door. said, ‘there is something wronz—Lam the aefauiter! I 
expressed my regret, and asked to what extent. He suid a littl under £1,000, 
T asked himif the £500 was his own money; when he said, ‘No, the £500 was 
the company’s money. TE have ascertained that te cueque was sto cn trom the 
cash-box. On examining the decket-book, [find that between the 8 hand 10th 
of October two of them have been taken out.” 

This being the whole o: the evidence, the prisoner was remanded. 


PASS IN THE CASPIAN MOUNTAINS, UP-ER PERSIA. 

Persia, which, of all the nations whose affairs enter intimately into the 
policies of Europe, is the least known, and perhaps the moet suspected, 
again asstines some of that importance which she lost inany ages since. 
The restless intrigues of Russia, and the natural jealousy with which we 
must watch any approach to miterference in our ludisn empire, have led 
to this. The long-runkling suspicion that Persia is to be made the means 
of an attenpt on our meh possessions in Asia, is at this present writing 
taking a very tangivle form. An English torce, under Sir James Outram, 
who left Southampton a cew days since to take the command at 
Bombay, is about to operate aguinst the Persians, so far, at any rate, 
as to induce them to abandon their aggressive measures in India. Mean- 
wlule, Russia sends an able General, Chrulieff, to take command of 
its forees distributed along the VPersian frontier, with probably another 
view ; and, last move of all, we hear that France now claims the Isle of 
Karrack, near the mouth of the Kuphrates, which it was said would 
form our base of operations against any continued aggression of the Shah. 

This, it will be admitted, is a very pretty situation, as it stands; and 
should it happen to be improved in a belligerent spirit, the isolation of 
Persia is a vanished thing—if the dominion of the Shah do not vanish also. 

Of Western Asia generally it may be said, that, despite the geographical 
enterprise ol hundreds of years, it still remains but obscurely known. It is 
true, we have accounts numerous enough both from ancient and modern 
travellers ; but their narratives differ so greatly, that the stay-at-nome tra- 
veller, who views “those scenes sv charming” from his arm-chair only, 
has very indistinct notions of them. It is something, then, to obtain a 
bond fide view of the aspect of the country, such as we present this week 
feom the pencil of Jules Laurens, who accompanied M. Hommaire de Hell 
in a journey through Upper Persia in 1848, ; 

M. Jules Laurens, in describing this pass, says t 1e Mountains are not 
peaked, as ia the Alps, hut have avrup: aud rugyed sides, utterly barren— 
neither vegetable nor animal lie being anywhere visivle, ‘This is in some 
respects confirmatory of Pliny’s deseription ; but while he descants on the 
sterile nature of the soil, avers tuat serpents and other noxious erea 
tures so abounded in the Pass, that during the winter it was religiously 
avoided by travellers. But if now no reptile “winds its slow length 
along” the face of the rocks, a little stream runs serpent-like at the mouth 
of the Pass. This stream is brackish, and unfit to drink ; leaving on its 
banks a deposit more medicinal than agreeable—Glauber’s salts, to wit. 

This gorge is culled the Pass of S ulck. itis the most important in the 
chain, and is known as the Caspian Gate. Throug! this dc file Alexander 
is supposei to have led his army in pursuit of Darab LL. (the Darios 
Codomanos of the Greeks), two thousand years ago. The passage, though 
difficult enough for an army, or even for a caravan, 1s not more tian an 
hour's journey through. In some parts the overhanging masses of rock, 
the altitude of which has been carefully measured by Rawlinson, are |rom 
seven hundred to a thousand feet in height. An intensely blue sky, 
against which the rugyed edges of the mountains are sharply defined, gives 
distance to the effect, and strong.y contrasts with the comparative gloom 
and positive nakedness of the scene. ew traveliers, however, are 
attracted so far in search of the picturesque ; even though to the picture sque 
is also added the antiquarian. For M. Laurens says that he continually 
fell in with ancient ruins on iis route fron Semnam to the Pass, 

At the termination of the defic the ground gradually rises; and the 
chain is seen stretching fir away into the aistance, en-losing the plain of 
Veramion. Here, asetn, the eye is charmed while gazing over the pro- 
vince of Izak Ajewai, and on the snow-capped peak of Demarend. 

The gates of the Caspians are rarely passed except by caravans fro 
Meshed, celebrated for ils magnificent mausoleum of the Imam Reza and 
the Caliph Haroun-al-Rasehid, one of the noblest structures in Persia. 
But, whether the traveiler arrives from Irak by way of Eivan-kei, or from 
Khorassan by way of Aradoun and Kichlak, he must experience the same 
feelings of awe on beholding this grand passage in the Caspians.

THE commercial delinquencies of this year have not only had such

‘Their only 
notion of a breeze is something to be uscd for turning a windmill— 
not a power to be wisely brought to bear on the sails of the Stat

ideas—all produced by that languor which comes after the lavishing 
of all power on “ geting and spending.” 

Exch of the two great impostors of recent times is a specimen of 
| diferent kinds of preduets of this system. Robson was the mere 
moderu George Barnwell kind of youth—a hunter after animal ex- 
citement—a product of the modern Town, with its Cockney vices 
and low aims, He was our fast raseal, or Newgate gent. Re ipath, 
again, was a respectable “do.” His history suggests the excellent 
poew of Coleridge and Southey :—

Robson 
was for conquering the world as the god Krishun eouquered Ceylon — 
at the head of au army of asses. Redpath thought it the safest way 
to enter Paradise in the disguise of a serpent. One appealed to the 
mob’s love of show; the other, to the mob’s love of show combined 
with decorum, 

The success of each for so long enables us to see mob weaknesses, 
The Crystal Palace Directors pardoned the vices of so dashing a clerk — 
was he not successful in speculation somewhere? thought they. With re- 
gard to the other and higher man, why, thought Ais employers, he was 
successful in speculation too. Society, meauwhile, kuocked under to the 
glitter of both. Io fact, we see every day the waning of any regard for 
simplicity or solidity of merit, Display carries it everywhere ; and any 
upstart whois electro- plaiedis received asperfeetly current. Itis a habit 
of public thought which is the real strength of this kind of {c lows, and 
till that be amended, they must rise, shine, be exposed, and trans- 
ported, in successive batches. The evil will help to cure itself by be- 
coming enormous; that is oue consolation ; another is, that external 
castigation must ultimately come upon a couutry whieh so misplaces 
its admiration as to worship upholstery. One reason we respect war 
is, that the late war was helping us to something better to admire 
than we had long been used to. ‘The really good qualities of the 
nation get mixed up with a baser element every day—religion with 
purple-worship, charity with notoriety-hunting, loyality with plush- 
worship, &e., &e., &e, 

These are tendencies only to be amended by each man’s fighting 
against them in his ewn spheie of life. Meanwhile, the good old 
plan of severely punishing the detected rogue has our warmest sup- 
port. Let us lay in plenty of oakum, aad more timber tor tread- 
mills, aud at once hand over our sleek rouues to precisely the fate of 
the common vagabond. Natural fear (a sentiment ove can rely on) 
will make ovr mea of business look more sharply to the conduet. of 
their servants ; and the private man will be apt to look suspiciously 
for some time at any undne mayniticence about his neighbour. :

“Amy Herbert” and “Cleve all” could retrain from expressing admi- 
of the ability displayed. But while feeling strongly that Miss 
Sewell had attained hh a standard of exce rem that department 
of vin which sie has no superior, many objected to the tone which 
the authoress assumed on ecclesiastical questions, Some people, we 
ean well believe, were seriously offended, and we must add, not without 
reason. But however that may have been, “ lvors” is undoubtedly, in this 
respect, an improvement ou its predecessors, and contains little or no- 
thing which can give offence, either to those who—like ourselves—prefer 
keeping their erceds distinet from their amusements, or to those who en- 
terlain serious objections to grave matters of religion being introduced 
into works of fiction. 

“Tvors” Goes not boast of anything that can be called a plot ; and that, 
we venture to think, is a serious want. The two volumes of which 
the work consists, narrate the fortunes of two cousins, Helen and Susan. 
Vhese, at the opening, figure as little girls, and at the close, one “as the 
useful, happy mother;” the other “as the gentle, kindly, unimpassioned 
;” and the incidents spring so naturally out of each other, and

the characters are drawn with so much care, and finished with so much 
completeness, that the interest of the reader is kept up throughout. 
Moreover, the attention is at once arrested by a personage, who tigures 
conspicuously in the various scenes, and produces a striking elfect as she is

“Lady Augusta Clare was a woman of systems. Sle had been brought up 
upon no plan bersilf; her mind therefore was unshackled by early prejudics, 
and at liberty to form its theories at will. She possessed a fair amount of quick- 
ness of intellect, with a more than «verage amount of physical and mental 
energy. These are not the materials for lmppiness in the gay and frivuious 
world; and, as Lady Augusta Mordaunt, her life had been a disappointed one. 
An only daughter, young, handsome, and rich, she was courted avd flattered by

Lady 
Augusta’s mind was in perpetual agitation; one theory after another was 
udopte d, idolised, pea and found defective, and thrown aside. The old 
wenriness was returning, when, happiness unlooked for! at the aye of forty a 
pew interest presented itself—the grand interest—the grand problem of tue 
nineteenth century—education, and in a form most attractive to a person who 
lod for years been seeking in vain for an object on which to expend all the 
superabundant energy of her character. _ 

“Sir Henry Clare, a widower, oitered | himself, his income of ten thousand a 
year, his seat in the country, his house in town, all for Lady Augusta’s accept- 
ance, with only the drawbuck of the care of two children, a boy of wwelve, gene- 
rail, at school, and so not likely to be in the way, and a little girl of seven, who 
was, of course, to be educated at home.

At this point the acquaintance of Claude and Susan Grahan warns 
into a very close intimacy ; and Susan gets seriously in love with the man 
whom her fastidious cousin had rejected. What is to be the issue be- 
comes, from this turn of the tale, a matter of uncertainty; and the 
authoress displays consummate skill in keeping wp the reader's curiosity. 
But, at length, everythin: goes smoothiy. Helen, it appears, had dis- 
covered that she liked Claude at the time when their match had been 
broken off; and Ciaude, proving true to his first love, their union is wlti- 
mately accomplished. 

“Tyors” is a work which will no doubt enjoy a large popularity. Aid 
the excellences of the writer's former works are exlibited in pertection, 
Miss Sewell’s principal merit as a novelist consists in the careful and com-

While, in an 
artistic point of view, we cannot help regretting the disappearance of the 
venerable and quaint gables, for sanatory and other reasons we must be 
content with the change.

crossings, might, and no doubt in course of time, will be much improved ;

the merchauts setting their goods in front, in the same manner as may 
be seen now inthe New Road and other growing neighbourhoods. In 
rainy weather it is difficult to know what the shopkeepers would do ; 
surely the ladies could not come out marketing, for from thousands ot 
pent-roofs, corbel heads, and hanging signs, the rain would pour in torrents ; 
and then think of the roadsand sedan-chairs, for hackney -coaches had not been 
invented. Umbrellas, although of Egyptian antiquity, had not been intro- 
duced ; tobacco had not come into use, or else we might have thought that 


| in bad weather the city traders would retire and take a quiet pipe, for un- 


doubtedly they would in heavy rain be obliged to let down the wooden 


| flaps or shutters of their shops in order to preserve their goods, an opera- 


tion they would perform the more readily in consequence of the certainty, 
that ladies, at any rate, neither would nor could come abroad under the cir- 
cumstances, 

It is said that in the house here depicted Sir Walter Raleigh smoked his 
first pipe of tobacco in England. The people living in the neighbour- 
hood will swear to the truth of it. The people of Islington say that Sir 
Walter smoked his first pipe there, in a house now called the “ Pied Bull.” 
We conld mention many other localities which lay claim to this distinction, 
in itself a sort of myth, like the King John castles, Queen Elizabeth 
palaces, Oliver Cromwell houses, and Julius Czesar camps.

For of less than 400 men, rank and file, and seven- 
teen officers, engaged in this action, 200 privates and thirteen officers were 
either killed or wounded. 
The cenotaph is the work of Baron Marochetti. The inscription which, 
s simple, as it should be, is written by the Dean of St. Paul’s.

ADDISON'S GRAVE IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 

THERE is no author who has written better on the associations of this 
famous old church—the burial-place of so many kings, queens, and men of 
enduring fame—a building of such extreme beauty of torm, rendered, too, 
still more beautiful by its varied lights and shades, and having a history of 
thousand years written upon its crumbling buttresses—than the distin- 
guished man who lies beneath the slab shown in our engraving. 

Addison rests in the north aisle of Henry VII.’s Chapel, near the 
entrance, close to the richly-ornamented tomb of Lord Montague, and not 
far from that of Queen Elizabeth—so that he is quite at a distance from 
his brotber poets; and when we look around the well-known Corner of the 
Abbey, and read the inseriptions on the stones which cover the remains of 
Dr, Johnson, Garrick, Siddons, Goldsmith, Sheridan, Campbell, and a host 
of others, we cannot help feeling that the taste and feelings of Addison 
have been consulted by the choice of the companionship of his remains. 

Born in 1672, partly educated at a country school, then at Charter 
House, from thence sent to the University—we find him at an early age at- 
tempting poetry, and at twenty-two addressing a poem to Dryden, and soon 
afterwards criticising poets of lasting fame in a bad spirit, whose works he 
subsequently acknowledged he had not read. 

It is true that the times were corrupt, and yet we cannot think better 
of Addison for the poor and time-serving address, in 1695, to King 
William, which attracted the attention of the then Lord-Keeper, who 
conferred upon the poet £300 a year pension. After this he travelled 
through France and Italy, and in 1702 wrote his tragedy of “Cato.” 
He next became secretary to Prince Eugene,and lived without notice until 
1704, when he wrote a poem in defence, and, it is said, by request, of the 
Government; and in 1705, the year afterwards, was appointed Under 
Secretary of State. 

Addison again went abroad, but returned to England, and shortly after- 
wards the “Spectator” was planned, and the first number published 
on March Ist, 1711. At times this journal, on which the literary fame of 
Addison chiefly depends, had, considering the then limited circulation of 
ooks, a surprising success, circulating, as it did, 20,000 copies. Its average 
Greulation, however, was not more than about 4,000 in number. 

_ In 1713 “ Cato” was acted, and met with some success. Addison from 
tme to time helped the Government ; and in Ac gust, 1716, after a trouble- 
Some courtship, married the Countess of Warwick, a match which cid not

RESERVOIR AT EVERTON, NEAR 
LIVERPOOL. 

Tur accompanying sketeh presents to our readers a view of one of the 
ious reservoirs, and noble water towe lately erected by the Corpo- 
f Liverpool, in connection with its gigantic waterworks, which are 
now neerly completed, at Rivington, near Bolton, in Lancashire, distant from 
Liverpor | twenty-seven miles. These works occupy the whole of a valley 
upw wads of eight! miles in length. Inl710a project was started in Liverpool, 
by Sir Cleave More, a gentleman whose family had been for many years in- 
timately connected with the town, to bring water into it by means of 
wooden troughs from Bootle, a village about three miles distant, where | 
there were abundant and fine springs. ‘his undertaking, however, tell 
through, from want of adequate support—the inhabitants being, we sup- 
pose, content with the carts and leathern buckets, by which they were 
supplicd from the various public wells situated in diffrent parts of the 
town, There was, amongst others, the Old Fail Well, which stood in 
Roe Strect, at the buck of the present Amphitheatve; another on 
Copperas Hill; another on Shaw’s Brow, near where the pottery 
works stood, a vestige of which still in existence at the back of 
the remaining houses on the jeft-hand side going up. There was also 
one called the “ Dye House Well,” in Gresham Street, near the present 
Sailors’ Home, where, mm 1758, a curious acei occurred. A couchiman 
in the service of a clergyman of Liverpool, going to the well to water his 
horses, the coach was overturned, when one or the horses was drowned in 
the we!l, and Jehu varrowly escaped a similar fate, being extricated with 
difficulty. At that time there were nearly one hundred carts employed in 
carrying water, the charge for which was one halipenny per “ sack” or 
Jeathern bucketfull, In 1772 another attempt was made by a Mr. Jordan 
to carry out the Bootle Water Works Scheme, [t was issued in £10 shares, 
but failed after some efforts were made to establish it. A few pipes, how- 
ever, were ly In 1799 and 1800 the Liverpool Water Works 
were established, s, This scheme was so highly thought of 
that the ‘ist closed in five minutes after the books were opened. Shares 
were £200 each, and au Act forthe Works was obtained nnder 26 Geo. IIL, 
By an Act of Parliament, 29 George IIL, the Bootle Water Works were 
established. This company brought the water from the springs as pro- 
posed by Sir Cleave More and Mr. Jordan. In 1813, tle company ob- 
tained an Act to enable it to extend its operations. In 1822, the Liver- 
pool Water Works Company also obtained an Act which enabled them to 
extend their operations, In 1848, on the Ist of March, the Liverpool 
Corporation purcliased the interest of the two companies, paying for the 
Liverpool Water Works, £330,719 18s., and for the Bootle, £204,087 9s.— 
total, £534,807 2s, Since this period wells have been sunk by the Cor- 
poration at Green Lane, near the Old Swan, and in other localities; but 
as these did not adequately supply the increasing and fall wants of the 
inhabitants, the Corporation has constructed stupendous works at Riving- 
ton as previously mentioned, and has erected three reservoirs in connection 
with them. There is one in ‘Toxteth Park, a second at Kensington, and 
the third at Everton, a view of which we give, and which we shall briefly 
deseri e. z 

‘The tower is 150 feet in height, 257 feet in circumference, and the 
arches are 3S feet. At the top of the tower is an iron tank which will 
contain 250,000 gallons of water, and the reservoir which is seen on the 
lett of the tower, will hold 6,500,000 gallons. 

It is built of Everton stone, taken trom a neighbouring quarry, strongly 
cemented together and weil laid with asphalte, or gas tar, in the lower 
courses, ‘Tlie floor is bricked and cemented; the roof is upheld by iron 
columns. On the outside is a grass plot, which will, when complete, form 
a public promenade. These erections have been iwo years in progress, and 
are nearly completed, and will cost about £26,000. The engine-house is 
seen projecting from the tank tower. The smoke and escape of steam 
will be earried up the elegant campanile surmounted by a flagstaff. The 
water will be pumped up from the reservoir into the tank by an engine of 
28-horse power, having a 8-foot eylinder and 6-4 stroke. From this eleva- 
tion the iverton district will be supplied. 

‘The contractors for the iron work are the Haigh Foundry Company at 
Wigan; the contractors for the masonry are the Messrs. Holmes ot Liver- 
pool; the Corporet‘on engineer, Mr. Duncan, is the engineer who has 
designed these noble buildings ; the clerk of the works is Mr. Stubbs.

He was accompanied to the chureh by the Reverend i. Blow ticld. bis chaphun, 
and received by Dr. Travers Twiss, the viear-general, and other officers of the 
province of Canterbury, Afier morning prayers, letters vatent appointing the 
new Bishop were presented to the Vicar-Geweral; oppos vs were cild, and pro- 
nounced contumacious lor not appearing; Dr. Tart took the oaths of ofliee; and 
the ceremony closed by Dr. Twiss pronouncing sentence, to the chet 
ceremonies had been duly performed, On Sunday, Dr. Tilt was conseerated by 
his Grace the Lord Primate, in the Chapel Royal, Westmrnster. The ¢ 
monial, which attracted a very numerous congrey stim, we shall deseribe in 
future number, when an engraving representing the secne will be also given.

Tuk New Soutciror-Generau.—The Right Hon. James Archibald Stuart 
Wortley is third son of the first Baron Wharnclifte; his mother was a daughter 
of the first Earl of Erne. We was born in St. James's Square, duly 3rd, 1505. 
He was educated at Christ Chueh, Oxford, where he gracuated B.A. in 1826 
and M.A. 1851. He was called to the bar at the Inner Temple in 1851, and went 
the Northern Cireuit. He was elected M.P. tor Halifax in 1835, but sed to 
represent that borough ia 1837. 


He became QC. in 1841; he was elected M.P. 
for Buteshire in 1842; he was appointed standing counsel to the Bank of 
England in 1844, and Solicitor-Gene al to the late Queen Dowager in 1845, In 
the same year (1845) he took oflice under Sir Robert Peel’s government as 
Attorney-General to the Duchy of Laneaster, and in January, 1846, he became 
Judye-Advoeate-General, and a member of the Privy Council. On the 6th of 
May in that year 1846) he was married to the Hon. Jane Lawley (born in 1820), 
only daughter of the first Baron Wenlock. In September, 1850, Mr. Stuart 
Wortley was appointed R:corder of the City of London. He is uncle to the 
present Lord Wiarnelitte, who svece<ded his father, the second baron, Mr. 
Stuart Wortley’s elde: brother, in 1845. His family is a younger branch of that 
of the Earl of Bute; his grandfather, Mr. James Stuart Wortley Mackenzie 
(whose last two names were taken with property which he sequired by marriage 
and inheritance), being a second son of the third Parl of Bute by the daughter 
of the celebrated Lady Wortley Montagu.

Tue Late Mr. Davin Bocur.—Mr. Bogue, author and publisher, 
whose sudden death is among the startling announcements of the week, 
came of a respectable family in the county of Berwick, and was the nephew 
ot Dr. Bogue, author of “Phe Divine Authority of the New Testament.” 
In early life Mr, Bogue became assistaut to Mr. Thomas Ireland, bookseller, 
ot Edinburgh. While in this position Mr. Bogue was offered more lucra- 
tive engagements ; but from a feeling of honour he refused to quit his 
ailing employer, and remained with him till his death. In 1836 Mr. 
Bogue came to London, bringing with him letters of introduction to Mr, 
Tilt, who immediately engaged his services—soon after took him into part- 
nership—and in the course of two or three years retired from the business, 
leaving it entirely in the hands of Mr. Bogue. Mr. Bogue, although of a 
quiet, unassuming disposition, possessed great intelligence and untiring 
energy. Ile was the anonymous author of several works—chieily books 
for children,—which were received with favour. He was a man of enter- 
prise, kicd and generous in disposition, and of the strictest iutegrity. He 
was about forty-five years of age. and leaves a widow and five young chil- 
dren to mourn his loss, To the literary aud publishing world it will be 
satisfactory to learn, that Mr. Tilt has undertaken for the present the 
management of Mr. Bogue’s business.— Athenaeum. 


LAW AND CRIME. 

On Monday last, Vice-Chancellor Kindersley delivered his judgment in the 
matter of the Royal British Bank with respect to the contlict of jurisdic- 
tion which has taken place between the Courts of Chancery and Bauk- 
Tuptey, Mr. Rolt aa Mr. Giffard appeared for the official assignee in 
bankruptcy, and Sir Litzroy Kelly, Mr. Glasse, and Mr. Lewis for the 
manager in chancery. As all that any counsel on either side had to do 
was to give notice of appeal if the decision happened to be against his clients, 
this splendid array of learned gentlemen must haye been hailed w'th delight 
by the shareholders and depositors in the defunct concern, asa token tha! no 
expense is being spared on behalf of their a! The Vice-Chancellor 
delivered his judgment against the representative of his own Court, He 
considered that the act of bankruptey (not the adjudication), preceding, as 
it did, the petition for winding-uwp, Was sufficient to vest the estate in the 
bankruptcy assignee. Although all dealings and contracts made with a 
trader after an act of bankruptcy are valid if the other contracting party has 


had no notice of the act, his Honour considered that a peiition under the | 


winding-up could not be considered as a contract or dealing with a party at 
whose request and on whose behalf it was presented. Perhaps the legal 
point may not afford so much general interest as the pecuniary aspect of 
the matter to those concerned. Tinmediately on the decision being an- 
nounced, notice was given of appeal. The Vice-Chancellor said, “he ex- 
pected that an appeal would be made, whichever way the judgment might 
be; and that the real struggle was, whether the official manager or the 
official assignee should obtain large per centage on the assets of the bank? 
Mr. siolt (for the assignee) cas that such was not his exclusire ob- 
ject. A phrase which his Honour repested assentingly, with the proper 
emphasis on the adjective.
